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A new profession which is becoming 
popular in England, and which we might 
well expect to find in this country, is that 
of the ‘‘ land doctor.” The County Agri- 
cultural Instruction Committees employ 
young men of science whose job it is to 
advise farmers on their various troubles. 
If a certain field is not producing up to 
standard, the farmer will ‘write to the 
committee, and the ‘ land doctor ' will 
be sent down to investigate the trouble. 
An analysis: is made of the soil and its 
deficiencies are recorded, so that the doctor 
may make out his prescription in the form 
of manures, or may even recommend the 
setting of a different crop in the soil. 


A Whiskey Insurrection. 


It might be supposed that this civil 
disturbance took place in America, but this 
time Uncle Sam’s energies were not 
exerted in suppressing the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquor, but in facilitating its con- 
sumption. When the American Federal 
Government attempted to enforce the 
Excise law enacted by Congress in 1791 on 
domestic spirits, a rising took place in 
Western Pennsylvania, Virginia and North 
Carolina, where private stills carried on 
a flourishing business, and a strong pre- 
judice was felt against Excise laws in any 
shape or form. The public resentment was 
supported by Albert Gallatin and David 
Bradford, but while Gallatin advocated 
constitutional resistance, the movement 
under Bradford led to riotous scenes and 
acts of violence. Some of the Federal 
Excise officers were tarred and feathered, 
and other more serious excesses were com- 
mitted. But Gallatin exerted a moderat- 
ing influence upon the insurgents, and a 
strong military force sent by President 
Washington quickly succeeded in suppress- 
ing the rising. Bradford escaped to New 
Orleans; some of his more _ violent 
supporters were tried for treason and con- 
victed, but were soon pardoned; and the 
Federal Government, having crushed al] 
resistance, was then able to assert its 
authority and demonstrate its strength.

To the many who now enjoy the 
beauties of St. Stephen’s Green the 
impressioty produced on a famous 
traveller and evangelist of the eighteenth 
century may be interesting. John 
Wesley paid his first visit to Dublin 
in August, 1847, and evidently was not 
very favourably impressed with its ap- 
pearance. He says: '' St. Stephen’s Green 
might be made a beautiful place, being 
abundantly larger than Lincoln’s In 
Square, but the heuces round about it 
(besides that some are bad and low) are 
guite irregular and unlike each other, and 
little care is taken of the Green itself, 
which is rough and uneven as a common.” 
Nearly forty years later the impression 
ie gp on another famous writer, Lock 
art, who accompanied Sir Walter Scott 
on his visit to Ireland in 1825. was very 
different when he called at 9 St. Stephen 's 
Green to see Captain Walter Scott (the 
eldest son of the ‘‘ Great Unknown’’), 
who, with his young bride, had just taken 
up his quarters “in one of those large 
and noble houses in St. Stephen’s Green. 
the most extensive square in Europe, the 
founders of which little dreanit they 
should be: let on easy rate. as garrison 
lodgings.’’ 


The blind man and his dog have 
been such international characters for 
centuries that it is remarkable that it 
was not until recent years that a school 
for training dogs for the blind was 
founded, A few years ago Mrs. Harrison 
Eustis, an American lady, started a 
scheol for the training of German shee 
dogs to be guides and companions to blind 
men, The school is near Lausanne, and 
is called “ L*Oeil qui Voit.” . 

So” successful has it been that its 
graduates are to be found leading blind 


men all over Central Europe, and so. well- 


hehaved are they that they are allowed 
free on the tram cars and trains. 

The work of training requires both skill 
and patience, and, after the dog has been 
trained, he and his prospective owner 
nar to be taught to understand each 
other. ' 


Baby Earthquakes. 


I am told that engineers now learn 
some of the earth’s sccrets by starting 
haby earthauakes, which enable them to 
discover hidden treasures. They explode 
charges of dynamite, and then study the 
radiating earth tremors thus set in motion 
by the use of portable field seismographs 
of mechanical or electrical type. In this 
way if is possible for the prospectors tn 
find salt domes, oil and other deposits. 

By a careful study of the seismographs, 
which may. be at a number of stations. 
possibly several miles from the scene cf 
the explosion, observara can force the 
earth to yield information as to forma- 
tions hidden by thousands of tons of rock 
and soil. As different kinds of rock 
transmit. vibrations with different speeds, 
the time required by the different vibra- 
tion waves varies; and engineers are thus 
enabled to determine the types and posi- 
tions of formations traversed by the waves. 
It is believed that the starting of baby 
earthquakes will help to solve many 
geological problems in mining and civil 
engineering. 


PR oad-Houses. 


In the days of horse traffic the coaching 
inn was an important’ feature, and now 
the motor tar has brought about another 
innovation—the ‘‘ road-house,’’ which has 
been popular in’ America for a good many 
years A friend of mine who has returned 
from a motor tour through England tells 
me that ‘‘ road-houses*’ are springing up 
like mushrooms all over the country. Not 
only are the country inns and “‘ half-way 
houses” being modernised to suit the 
demands for dancing and music, but new 
buildings are being erected on favourite 
motoring’ roads some miles from the large 
cities. The ‘‘ Pig and Whistle” and 
“The Rose and Crown ” are being re- 
placed by “The Ace of Spades,” “ The 
Spider’s Web,” ‘‘ The Better 'Ole,” and 
“The Burning Candle,” names of the 
new “ road-houses ” which my friend saw. 
Some of these have a chip and putting 
course and a restaurant, and all of. them 
have refreshments and the latest music and 
dancing. ‘One of them, I believe, claimed 
to be an “exact replica of the latest 
American road-house.’’ The petrol pumps 
at the front were disguised as trees, and 
the waiters, wearing some kind of polo 
sweaters, were dressed like backwoodsmen. 
There used to be a very popular song in 
America, I believe, called ‘‘ If we could 
only bring Ould Ireland over here,” The 
wish is almost unnecessary now, and if 
we must have the road-house to complete 
it, I hope we shall be spared: the arbureal

An incident of the high seas, recalling the 
Marie Celeste mystery, was revealed at 
Fleetwood vesterday, when a yacht-owner 
found that his vessel, which had disappeared 
with dramatic suddenness, had returned 
under astonishing circumstances. 

The features of the case—a ship without a 
crew, with sails reefed and anchor out— 
resembled those of the Marie Celeste. 

The first incident in the yacht’s chain af 
adventures occurred when, during the week- 
end, it dragged anchor at its moorings on 
the river Wyre. On Sunday right the crew 


of a Fleetwood fishing smack saw a yacht’ 


drifting helplessly in rough seas, seven miles 
north of Blackpool. The yacht appeared to 
he in distress, and the skipper of the smack, 
Captain C. Hayward, of Preston, sailed ap 
io her. 

The fishermen hailed the drifting vessel, 
but received no response to their calls, so 
the smack sailed closer to the yacht, and, 


| while some fisherrsen held the ships as near 


together as possible, two other fishermen 
iamped on board to-examine the yacht. They 
found that the vessel’s bows were ¢onsider- 
ably damaged, that no sails’ were set, -and 
that the sliding hatch was closed. The anchor 
we also out, attached to fifteen fathoms oí 
cable.

WORK FOR YOUNG MEN. 

They. could not subscribe to the Rotary 
Creed and be content with eating a Rotary 
lunch once a week.

Rotary had to do a tremendous lot more than 
it was doing if it were not to fail and die. 
The application of the ideal of service by 
Rotarians implied to his mind a definite 
undertaking to face modern problems, study 
them, and, to the best of their ability, pro- 
pound their solution as best they saw it. ‘To 
that end he thought one of the essentia! 
things to do was to restrict members to an 
age limit. 

If Rotary was to be a driving force, it was 
the young men who had got to drive it. He 
advocated the establishment of study circles, 
and said the first problem they should tackle 
was this one of ebundant supplies, 
tremendous productive capacity, people un- 
employed, and yet a shortage of the things 
those very people produced. 

He suggested that they should settle down 
to the actual study of the difficulties. Until 
they did that they could never hope to 
remedy them. They were all agreed it was 
part of their national economy to maintain an 
army thoroughly fit, highly trained, properly 
fed and clothed. Nobody denied that; it was 
a national responsibility. They had now got 
to develop a national responsibility for the 
inaintenance of the arm ot HNE They had 
got to produce food, clothes and everything 
else for service. They were the people who, 
in the long run, made and unmade Govern- 
ments, who produce or wreck civilisations, 
who eventually reproduced what they s 
for individually in the society of which they 
were members. "

were content were dead from the neck “up. 


WIPE OUT ECONOMIC SLAVERY. 

They had got to agitate and suggest and 
propound, and try out any thing and every 
thing, collectively and individually, that they 
could, and, if they were not prepared to do 
that, do not let them call themselves 
Rotarians, and do not let them remain with a 
body of men the eleventh item of whose creed 
was: “ Finally, believing in the ‘universality 
of the golden rale, all things whatsoever ye 
would that men should do unto you, do ye 
even so unto them; we contend that society 
best holds together when equal opportunity is 
accorded all men in the natural resources of 
this planet.’” 

The speaker referred to the work of John 
Brown, who, starting with a small band of 
nineteen, had wiped out slavery in America. 

“ If,”’ he said, “ we could wipe out chattel 
slavery, we can wipe out economic slavery, 
mhar we can organise in order to kill, we 
can organise to keep alive. If we can 
vrganise for war, we can organise for peace. 
Al that is lacking is the will to do it.’ 

Mr, B. 8. Killian, Somerville, Mass., a 
visiting Rotarian, meved a vote of thanks to 
the speaker, and said that what they wanted 
to do was to get rid of the dole all over the 
world.

For 
one thing, many of them, being essential! 
late waters, yield the best sport of the year 
when summer has brought tull perfection of 
cdlouring to glen and moor and mountain- 
side of Mayo and Connemara. So that 
wherever in this region you fish it is amid 
scenery as exguisite as any m the world, and, 
ii ing, the nearer you get to the 

tlantic sea the further removed you 
become from tourist traffic, And sometimes 
quite unex you come upon little 
streams cradied in the recesses of the moun 
tains which yield delightful surprises. You 
may set out to catch small brown trout and 
return with a grilse as well; in most rivers, 
especially near the estuaries, a tussle with sea 
trout is an odds on. chance, and in the fast- 
nesses of ihe great loughs lie the largest pike 
in Ireland. 

The ideal fishing holiday, mm Ireland at any 
rate, is one on ‘which you drift leisurely 
along, avoiding a cut-and-dried programme, 
and staying in any one place just so 
long as inclination dictates. This is, per- 
haps, a counsel of perfection in these “ hard 
up ” times, but, even if opportunity never 
comes, it’ is not eran agen: , to plan such 
a tour. So that, if | coul rf back the 
clock thirty years and start all over again, 
[ should take my car, and, ES the 
hundred and sixty'odd miles betwen Dublin 
and North Mayo behind me, first take a look 
at the River Moy. : ' 

Above the town of Ballina the river is 
strictly preserved, but from below the weirs 
right out to the estuary at Bartragh it 1s 
only necessary to obtain permission for 
salmon fishing from the wy Fisher es’ 
Association. we are many famous pools 
in the tidal waters--the King’s Gap, the 
Ridge and Castle Hole are, he the 
best known—every yard of which hold 
sdlmon,and I have once seen eight, and many 
a time four and five, fish landed by a single 
rod in the day. There are also several rivers 
flowing into the Moy estuary in which sea 
trout are taken in large numbers, ch efly on 
the live sand eel or minnow. When the 
water is right this 1s an attractive spot at 
which to linger for a few days; for, if 
memory serves me, ip was only last July that 
s single rod got thirty-five grilse and lost 
nearly as many more in twelve days’ fishing. 


PONTOON. 


On the shores of Lough Conn, Pontoon is 
the centre of the loveliest fishing district in 
Mayo. 
this nine mile sheet of water, cup in 
heather clad hills. the lower slopes of which 
are covered with silver birch, rberi#® and 
flowering shrubs, gives some wunderful con- 
trasts of scenery and colouring. And quite 
as varied as the beauty of its setting is the 
lishing, for the Jake holds salmon, trout and 
monster pike. From Jgly onwards dapping 
the daddy-long-legs is T-leveavitt method of 
fishing; it kills larger trout than the may- 
fly, and probably because of its harder 
nature lives longer on the Look. Trout of 
three and four pounds are quite commonplace ; 
a basket of eighteen to twenty, averaging a 
pound, is not at all out of the way, and the 
fish also rise well to.the wet-fly, although 
the biggest are usually = on the troll. 
But one of the great attr 
is that you are never certain what will turn 
up next; it is quits an even money chance 
that you will cet into a twenty-five pound 
pile when you least expect it. Conn can also 
ye fished from Crossmolina, and its sister 
lough Cuilen from Foxford, but the latter 
does not hold much except pike and 
large perch. The Addergoole and Deel 
rivers and Lough Lavally, two or 
three . miles uway in the hills. 
are other free waters which provide large 
baskets of brown trout, which ran about two 
and three to the pound. Among other Mayo 
rivers which may Be briefly mentioned are the 
Owenduff. and Owenmore, and the Newport 
river, which, connects with Beltra Lake. The 
greater part of these are either vésted in the 
Land Commission or privately owned, ,but 
several good beats are nearly always to let on 
reasonable terms. The Burrishoole and Owen. 
garve rivers are conveniently fishéd from 
Mallaranny. where the hotel management re- 
serves certain beats exclusively for its 
visitors. The Qwengarve, in particular, is a 
first-class late river, and grilse of four and 
five pounds; and sea-trout of one pound and 
upwards are plentiful in August and 
September.

A PASTORAL LETTER. 


PLEA FOR PEACE IN IRELAND. 


The Bishop of Cashel ~and Emly, 
Waterford and Lismore, has addressed the 
astoral letter to the clergy, to be 
read in all the churches of the diocese on 
Sunday next :— 

“My Dear BRETHREN,— 

“Whether we think of our own country or 
of the world, there is a situationg which 
challenges ‘us as members of the Chérch of 
Christ. In every country there is distress ; 
in more than one vast numbers are in 
destitution. Millions are ‘starving in a 
world of plenty.’ ee 

‘The problem, therefore, is not primarily 
an economic one; it is moral and spiritual. 

‘‘It cannot be solved in a sectional or 
national way. The ples of the world 
iu seeking sectional solutions, for a problem 
that has a universal character, are fightin 
against am evolutionary process enh 
which the world has become, or is becoming, 
a unity, ‘The world is already one, in the 
sense that no part of it can be wholly 
independent. The strongest and _ richest 

oples have some incompleteness, if isolated 
from those who are weaker and poorer. A 
main cause of the social distresses and 
political discontents of our time is not 
shortage of gold, or shortage of food, but 
shortage of right thinking. In the circum- 
stances there is a challenge to the Church, 
the Body of Christ, which exists to represent 
Him to the world, and to make His way 
known. If the various international confer- 
ences, held at Geneva and elsewhere, mean 
anything at all; they mean that the peoples 
of the world are losing faith in the weapons 
of war. Increasing numbers, thank God, are 
becoming convinced that there’ must be a 
better way than the way of force and dis- 
trust. But can we, permanently, have ene 
mind for politics, and another quite different 
mind for economics? In both spheres inter- 
national co-operation must be substituted for 
national rivalries, if still deeper disaster is 
not to overtake all peoples. Economic 
nationalism means the survival of the» war 
mind, and on that mind-judgment has been 
pronounced, 

“Things that were possible in a distant 
past, or even in a moderately recent past, are 
not ible now. To fight for them, whether 
in Ireland or England or anywhere else, is 
to fight a losing battle.

lace in newspaper make-up and production, 
Sir Ems'ey said: ‘‘ Gone to-day are the solid 
columns—gone are the single headlines—gone, 
with one or two notable exceptions, the three- 
deckers. 


DESCRIPTIVE HEADINGS. 

‘In their place the bright, open make-up 
with descriptive headings, the small, bright 
leaderettes full of fact and fancy. Fifty vears 
ago the reading pubiic were su ed to have 
only one interest in life—home polities. The 
human interest story was a thing absolutely 
unknown. and the contents were as solidly 
Victorian as the mahogany furniture so 
characteristic of the age.’

HAT there was “nothing left to burn 
ge but the stonework ’’ was the statement 
made by Mr. Thomas Monahan, Count 

Councillor, at the meeting of the Longford 
Board of Health in regard to the conditions 
in the former workhouse at Granard. 

Nineteen families are accommodated in the 
building, which was disused as a workhouse 
following the amalgamation of the three 
unions of the county into one central institu. 
tion at Longford. The County Council had 
charge of the building, and Mr. Monahan, 
County Councillor, and Mr. Walsh, County 
Councillor, of Granard, were the Committee. 
On Wednesday last the County Council 
decided to hand over the building to the local 
sanitary authority, the County Board of 
Health, when Dr. J. McEvoy, medical] 
officer, Granard, reported as follows :— 

‘There are at present sixteen. families in 
the building. Nine of those, of families 
ranging from two to five years, have sufficient 
accommodation. Of the others, one family of 
six persons, a a room 9 by 4 yards. 
Another family o 
ages being fifteen, fourteen, ten and seven 
years, occupy one room. Another family of 
nine persons occupies a room 9 by 8 yards. 
In one room of six persons there are a boy 
of twenty-one years and a girl of sixteen 
years. Another room, 9 by 8 yards, has a 
family of nine persons, one a girl of eighteen 
years. There is nó proper sanitary arrange- 
ment, and refuse is dumped in the yards, 
causing & nuisance.” 

Mr. Walsh stated that the building until 
recently was one of the finest in Ireland.

Road Accidents. - 

Between the familiar and the unfamiliar ; 
we are apt to lose our sense of :proportion. 
Within recent weeks some cases of high- 
way robbery from motorists have made-a 
stir in England ; people are talking about 
“the new peril.’’ It is manifest, indeed, 
that the motor car, with its powers of 
swift escape, has increased opportunities 
for. crime, and that the highway. robber, 
like the “smash and grab’’-raider, may 
set sterr problems, for the police. -Never- 
theless, motor bandits do not, and will 
not, threaten a tithe of: the loss and 
suffering which’ these islands now seem to 
accept calmly as the inevitable toll of the 
road. The real danger of the roads is the 
appalling amount of death and. “injury 
from motor accidents. Six thousand 
‘persons are killed annually on the roads 
of Great Britain. The present holiday 
season has been darkened-by a particu- 
larly grim list of accidents both in 
England and Ireland ; and private motor 
cars, omnibuses and heavy lorries seem to 
have been impartial instruments of 
destruction. . Ten persons were killed on 
English roads during last Saturday. and 
Sunday.

The Nazis were tried by a special court 
set up at Beuthen. The sentence will un- 
doubtedly arouse the furious indignation 
of Herr Hitler and his followers, and there 
is some doubt as to whether the sentences 
will actually be carried out. According to 
the decree the death penalty may he 
carried into execution without appeal.-

Sirn,—Early in January last the City 
Manager and Town (Clerk submitted for 


your information a ‘printed copy of an} 


official booklet, entitled ‘‘ Statement of the 
Claim for.the Return to Dublin of the 39 
Lane Bequest Pictures, now at the Tate 
Gallery, London,” issued by the Dublin 
Corporation, acting on behalf of the rate- 
payers. Copies of this booklet were also 
transmitted to the members of your 
Cabinet ; the members of both Houses of 
the British Parliament, and to the 
Trustees of the Tate Gallery. The state- 
nent sets down in chronological sequence, 
inter alia, the history of the foundation 
of the Dublin Municipal Gallery by the 
late Sir Hugh Lane, some twenty-five years 
ago, and gives particulars of the presenta- 
tion by him to that Gallery of a number of 
works of art, including the special group of 
59 Continental pictures now in question ; 
the removal from Dublin of these latter 
pictures mn 1913; and their retention since 
that date.in the Tate Gallery, London. 

In a few months the building of the 
new Municipal Gallery of Modern Art in 
Dublin will have been completed. It is 
being erected solely at the expense of the 
citizens, and will be maintained for all 
time from the municipal rates cortributed 
by them.- The Lord Mayor and the Dublin 
Municipal Council, acting on behalf of the 
citizens, feel it will be agreed:that the time 
has now come forthe restoration of these 
works of art to Dublin; asantended by Sir 
Hugh’ Lane, and’ that the duty devolves 
upon them to request your favourable con- 
sideration of what they regard, in common 
with innumerable sympathisers in Ireland 
and in Great Britain, as the uitable 
claim of the citizens of Dublin. e take 
the present opportunity of again recapitu- 
lating for your information some of the 
more important facts upon which our claim 
is based. 


THE 1915 CODICIL. 


(1) By his will, drawn up in 1913, Sir 
Hugh Lane bequeathed to the National 
Gallery, London, a group of thirty-nine 
continental pictures which had been on 
loan there after their removal from 
Dublin, 

In March, 1915, when about to make a 
dangerous journey! to America in time of 
war, he wrote, in Dublin, in his own hand- 
writing, what he declared to be a codicil 
to this will. Taree months later, on his 
return voyage, as 13 well known, he was 
drowned otf the coast of Ireland through 
the sinking of the Lusitania by a German 
submarine, 

In this codicil (1915) he revoked the 
bequest to the National Gallery, London, 
and instead bequeathed the: thirty-nine. 
continental pictures to the City. of Dublin. 

Althoug’s this codicil was a carefully 
drawn up holograph document, and was 
signed by Sir I me Lane in three places, 
it was not acted upon by the Tate Gallery 
Trustees, as it did not, as required by 
English law, bear the signature of two 
witnesses,

“ NOT TO GO TO ENGLAND,” 


We must respectfully emphasise that 
the “ five years’’ stipulation in the codicil 
can have nothing whatever to do with 
the British Government’s decision. 
whether the gallery were built or not. 
None of Sir Hugh Lane’s property was 
to go to England, because if the “‘ fixe 
years’ stipulation were strictly enforced, 
the thirty-nine pictyres were to be sold 
and the proceeds were to go te 
an Trish Gallery—i.c., the National 
Gallery of Ireland, the residuary legatees 
under the will (1913). The National 
Gallery of Ireland has waived all claim 
in this regard.. It Was always been at one 
with the Dublin Corporation as to the 
necessity for the provision of a séparate 
gallery for modern art, and has always 
actively co-operated with it in this 
respect. 


SOME PRECEDENTS. 


It is recognised that the Board of 
Trustees of the Tate Gallery has no power 
to return the pictures unless expressly 
authorised to do so by an Act. of Parlia- 
ment. We would respectfully suggest to 
you to take into consideration some of the 
precedents and analogies referred to in 
the Corporation's official booklet. . In-par- 
ticular, we would draw your attention to 
the recent Iveagh uest (Kenwood) Act. 
which altered the will of the late Ear! ef 
Iveagh for the purpose of doing ‘for the 
London. County Council what jis now 
sought fó be done by the Dub: » Corpora- 


| tion—viz., to disregard the ere legal 


technicality, and to comply with what 
was quite evidently the last wishes of the 
testator. 

The will of Cecil Rhodes also, we 
believe, provides an important precedent, 
as it was altered by Act of Parliainent on 
two occasions. 

We have pleasure in enclosing for your 
information a revised copy of the Corpora- 
tion’s official booklet, and we respectfully 
draw your attention to the particulars 
given therein, showing that our request 
for the return of the pictures has received 
the support of many distinguished British 
statesmen, as well as of some of the most 
important men of Jetters, artists, members 
of commercial and educational bodies, 
etc., und the almost unanimous support 
of the principal newspapers and journals 
in both countries, The question is purely 
a claim by the Dublin ratepayers for the 
possession of their works of art. 


REQUEST FOR ACTION. 


It is agreed on both sides that there is 
now, happily, no further question as to 
Sir Hugh Lane’s last intentions. The 
British Government’s Committee of In- 
quiry (1925-26) settled that point. By 
building the new Gallery. the Dublin 
Corporation has honourably done its part 
in fulfilling the wishes of the late Sir

DIFFICULTY AND DELAY. 


It was comparatively easy to acquire

sitting of a tribunal and the procedure 
that had to be gone through before the 
Corporation could obtain possession, All 
the delays,were such as to lead the public 
to think that the Corporation was doing 
nothing.

The 
terms of the loan were eminently satis- 
factory, and he believed«that it was a very 
good financial proposition for those having 
money to invest. 

He was 
glad. that Sir Thomas Robinson had 
alluded to the delays which had been 
experienced, as the same thing had Hap- 
pened in the old days.

As soon as the moratorium has been 
definitely ended notice will be given when 
the resumption of interest payments on 
the company’s bonded indebtedness may 
be expected. 

FUTUEE PROFTTS, 

With reference to the amount of share 
capital proposed in the foregoing, the 
Reconstruction Committee considers it 
necessary to state that practical considera- 
tions have made it desirable to maintain 
a capital of this amount, and that, this 
must not be construed as an expréssion 
of opinion by the Committee of the value 
of the shares. 

The Committee point out that for some 
years to come the profits of the company 
will be required for the repayment of the 
company’s debts and the consolidation of 
its resources generally. 

The Reconstruction Committee expresses 
its satisfaction at the work done by the 
administrators, enabling them to present 
a clear and concise picture of the 
company's present position, and at the 
steps hitherto taken by them to reduce 
expenses alld increase revenue.

Accompanied by the dvorkeeper, a short 
man dressed in a blue suit, with a white 
open-necked shirt, took a key from his 
pocket, unlocked the door, and, after 
closing: it behind him again, came out to 
the head of the steps and demanded my 
business.

Editorial - 
comment on the Empire Agreement is, on 
the whole, one of satisfaction that agree- 
ments were reached embracing all the 
Dominions, and that the spirit of 
solidarity animating the delegations 
promises well for the future. 

The Ottawa Journal says: ‘‘ The real 
achievement of this Conference was that 
it proclaimed a great principle and laid a 
foundation on which the future may 
build. It weuld be folly to hold that it 
secured all or even a great measure of the 
things most of us desired, but it did prove 
the possibility of «co-operation and did 
make a further advance toward imperial 
economic unity than was believed possible, 
even a decade ago. » The Conference has 
sacrificed no vital Canadian interest and 
has respected the principle of enlightened 
self-interest. It has reconciled that prin- 
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ciple with the greater one of the general 
good of the Empire.” 


*A PROMISE MADE.” 


The Journal concludes: ** What is clear 
is that a promise has been made for a great 
deal more inter-Empire trade ; that we are 
enabled to sell a much greater quantity of 
our farm and natural products in the 
British market, and that we are now going 
to send the British nations a great deal of 
money we now send to the United States 
and other countries outside the Empire. 

_ “* With confidence we believe that this 
is but a beginning, and that the next 
generation will see even faster’ strides 
towards the goal of greater good for the 
British peoples.”’ | 

The Montreal Gazette, while freely con- 
ceding the importance and generally satis- 
factory results of the Conference, proceeds 
in a somewhat dubious vein.in respect 
to the practical working out of some of the 
proposals for tariff changes, particularly 
that in the United Kingdom-Canada 
agreement concerning a freer access for 
British textiles to the Canadian market. 

After noting the opinion of the United 
Kingdom delegates that valuable conces- 
sions have been secured, the Gazette ex- 
presses some alarm as to the possible 
effect upon the Canadian textile industry, 
which will be called upon to face mere 
severe competition in the higher grades of 
cotton fabrics. It commends the long- 
term agreements, and concludes: ‘‘ There 
cannot be preferences without protection, 
and, as the new British policy in this 
regard now interlocks with those of the 
Dominions for a fixed period, it is bound 
to withstand assaults upon it until that 
period expires.”’ 

‘The Conference can be commended,” 
savs the Ottawa Citizen, “ as another 
instance of the ability of British states- 
men to come to an agreement by com- 
promise. 

“When the details are considered. 
there may be much to be said for and 
against, but in the meantime the 
harmonious conclusion is a tribute to an 
assembly of men coming from distant 
lands, and representing many more 
divergent interests.”’ 


“THE EMPIRE VIEW.” 


“The broad Empire view’’ taken by 
the British -delegation at Ottawa is 
enthusiastically referred te by the New 
Zealand Prime Minister. 

Mr. Forbes says that this attitude 
alone made possible the final success of 
the Conference. 

The Australian Prime Minister says 
that his country views the agreements 
with the greatest satisfaction, while 
messages from India show that no time 
will be lost there in considering the issues 
of the Conference in terms of tariffs. 

“The results at Ottawa have far 
exceeded expectations,”’ says the Times of 
India, which goes on to point out that the 
proposed British duties merely complete 
the British. tariff system, making it as 
all-embracing as are other national tariffs. 

A conflicting view is expressed by Mr. 
G. D. Birla, a prominent business man, a 
member of the Round Table Conference 
and an ex-President of the Federation of 
Indian Chambers of Commerce, The 
advantages likely to accrue to India from 
her agreement with the United Kingdom 
are, he considers, outweighed by the dis- 
advantages, and he maintains that the 
agreement can hardly be called a fair 
deal. 

In the opinion.of Mr. Nalini Ranjan 
Sircar, Vice-President of the Federation of 
Indian Chambers of (Commerce, the 
balance of the advantages is heavily in 
favour of Great Britain. 

There appear to be little prospects of 
the legislation arising from the agree- 
ment between India and Great Britain at 
Ottawa being brought before the Legis- 
lative Assembly at its next session in 
September. - Inquiries show that the delay 
is due to the fact that the scheme involves 
many questions which are inextricably 
linked up with Indian financial issues. 

It is authoritatively stated that m any 
scheme the fundamental point to be kept 
in view is how to expand the trade between 
the two countries without imposing on the 
consumer, on the whole, a higher burden 
than at present. 

It is insisted that n> time will be 
lost beyond what is absclutely necessary 
for full consideration of the issues in 
terms of tariff duties.

MARKET REACTIONS. 


No spectacular repercussion of the Con- 
ference agreements was experienced in 
the Canadian stotk and grain markets to- 
day, although there was considerably 
renewed activity on the Toronto and 
Montreal Exchanges. 

Price levels were higher, the Canadian 
Pacific Railway rising nearly three points 
to the highest level attained since last 
March. extile stocks showed virtually 
no change, but Nickel, reflecting to some 
extent the new preference granted to 
Canadian copper in the Empire markets, 
also reached the highest point since last 
March. 

In the Winnipeg Wheat Market all 
futures rose slightly, but this advance is 
attributed more to the somewhat reduced 
world crop prospects than to the pre- 
ference accorded as a result of the United 
Kingdom-Canada pacts. 


DELEGATES’ RETURN. 
The Canadian Pacific liner Empress of 
Britain, on which the British delegates 
are returning from Ottawa, is expected to 
reach Southampton on Friday.

At the outset Dr. O'Higgins enumerated 
the objects for which the movement was 
created—viz., 

(1) The organisation is a _ benevolent 
organisation to help, either financially or find 
employment for, ex:+members of the National 
Army. 

(2) The members are pledged to resist as 
far as they can the spread of Communistic 
principles in the country. 

(3) The members are pledged to stand b 
and protect as far as they can the right o 
the people to free speech, free franchise and 
a free Press. 

(4) The members are pledged to respect 
the law as it exists in the country, and main- 
tain order, and, in regard to the latter, to 
co-operate and assist the sérvices of the 
State. 

(5) They are pledged to stand together to 
protect any of their members who may be 
attacked. . 

(6) Far from distrusting the services of the 
State, we showed our trust and confidence it 
them by our call to all members to assist 
in and co-operate with the services of the 
State in carrying out their duties. 

““ As head of the organisation,” said Dr. 
O'Higgins, “I hold that those principles are 
evidence of true citizenship, and thet it 
should be the desire of any people function- 
ing as the Government of the country to 
have as many citizens as possible to subscribe 
to such principles as those outlined above. 
I, therefore, cannot see why. the President 
and members of the Executive Council should 
show such a desire to attack this organisa- 
tion as their public utterances go to show. 
I can only explain it on the grounds that 
their political mentality or vutlook has 
entirely sabmerged their responsibilities as 
members of the Government of the country. 


THE OSTRICH. 


“The President, in his speech yesterday, 
asked what is the need for this new organisa- 
tion we hear about. Where are the: forces 
of disorder ?. 

“I think if President de Valera would 
cease playing the ostrich and would ask any 
man in city or country for evidence of the 
forces of disorder in the country he would 
get ample evidence. If ho reads the daily 
newspapers, he would get ample evidence, 
I have here before me some samples of illegal 
aclivities of a disorderly nature ' which 
occurred in the last two months. We 
had, on July 6th, Gerald Dempsey, 
charged with possession of arms— 
since released from custody before serving 
the sentence imposed by the judge. Ón 
June 22nd we had an Australian flag re- 
moved from a house in Lansdowne road, On 
July 7th a Union Jack flag-staff was cut 
down and the flag removed at Dun 
Laoghaire. On July 13th shots were dis- 
charged at a farmer in the County Clare. 
On July 14th there was a “hold-up” 
at Clontarf, in which the masked raider 
was eaten off with bottles. On 
July 20th thirty-five men turned up 
at Kinnitty armed with sticks to prevent 
an eviction. On July 22nd revolver shots 
were fired at a G.N.R. garage. On the 25th 


July there was an armed raid on a farmer's | 


house at Fenagh, County Leitrim, by sis Oo 
who call themselves Republican police. n 
August 3rd ex-Captain Gavin, shame md “ge 
had his house raided at night by people who 
call themselves 1.R.A., and stated that they 
wanted to get Gavin.

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TWO YOUTHS DROWNED. - 


The opinion that a sailing boat was caught 
and capsized by a squall, for which the occu- 
pants were not prepared, was expressed by a 
witnesg at the inquest at Worthing yesterday 
on Mr. Ronald Gaiey Rowland, aged 23, of 
Brighton road, Worthing. 

Mr, Rowland avd Reginald Ronald Ridgway 
Connolly, the 15-years-old son of Colonel and 
Mrs. Connolly, of St. George's road, 
Worthing, were drowned through the cap- 
esizing of the boat, which was found by two 
Littlehampton fishermen about two miles east 
of the Owerg lightship. The main sail of the 
boat was set and made fast to the stern, and 
Mr. Patrick Connolly, a brother of the 
drowned boy, stated at the inquest that no 
one would make the sheet fast in that position 
in the ordinary way of sailing. He thought 
that the sail had been fastened to the stern 
after the boat capsized and while the 
occupants were in the water—probably to 
help to steady the boom. 

Mr. Reowland’s body was recovered off 
Goring, and that of Connolly was found on 
the beach at Ferring. 

The Coroner recorded a verdict of death 
by drowning as the result of the accidental 
capsizing of a 12-foot sailing boat. 

An inquest was also held on Connolly at 
Ferring, and a similar verdict was recorded.

The morning heat—for it is still very hot 
here—had scarcely lifted from the blue 
waters of Cannes Bay when erowds of 
holiday-makers began to assemble at various 
vantage ponts to watch the arrival of the 
Princes on their return from Corfu. 

Although the Prince of Wales 
pressed a wish that there should be no official 
reception for him and his brother, every 
house in Cannes was gaily decked with the 
Union Jack and the French tricolour, and 
streamers and banting fluttered in the 
brilliant sunshine. 

In the little bay speed boats sk mmed 
round the British cruisers, churning up the 
waters into a cascade of foam. 

The Croisette (Cannes’s famous promenade) 
was ‘densely thronged with sightseers, who 
"have wisely taken precautions against. the 
heat wave, since the temperature has scarcely 
dropped below 100 degrees for the last ten 

vs. 

Costumes were of the most unconventional 
type, the women being clad mainly in flimsy 
beach pyjamas, with gay-colou handker- 
chiefs; the men in beach suits, ranging from 
dust-colour to the brightest emerald. The 
sands were closely packed with men and 
women, whose bathing costumes excited the 
envy of their Jess fortunate fellows. . 

Overhead was the incessant drone of aero- 
plane engines, and along the front cars with 
British number plates were prominent. 

The Prince: were “mobbed” by hundreds 
of girls, wearing beach pyjamas, when the 
landed on Cannes Pier this morning. Bot 
the Princes, who wore dark-coloured sun 
spectacles and straw boater hats, were 
bronzed by the sun after their cruise with the 
Mediterranean Fleet. The Prince of Wales, 
who was dressed in a_ light fawn suit, 
obviously felt the great heat, and kept mop- 
ping his brow with his handkerchief as he 
walked down the quayside, accompanied by 
the Mayor and officials. As the Prince and 
his brother walked along the quay 
hysterical women crowded round, falling 
over each other in their eagerness to 
get a closer view of the Prince of Wales. 
Some of them were almost knocked over 
by an official car which followed closely on 
the heels of Their Royal Highnesses. Kisses 
were blown, and there were loud cries of

OTHER CHARGES SUGGESTED. 

Mr. Francis Coutts, prosecuting, said that 
the charge was a serious one, and he would 
ask for an adjournment, as two further 
charges were being brought. On August 19 
a Customs officer, who was on duty on board 
the launch Enterprise in the ‘thames, saw the 
vessel Strathspey. 

“ He hailed it and stopped it,” said Mr. 
Coutts.  ' He met a gentleman named Major 
Smith, who he understood was the master. 
In reply to questions, Major Smith said that 
they had on board 1,600 ten-litre tins of 
spirit. That would amount to 5,520 gallons of 
spirit, and on examination the officer satisfied 
himself that these tins were not of nine 
gallons contents, as required by the law. 

“He pointed out to Major Smith that 
under the Act a breach had occurred, and he 
said that the vessel must be detained.”’ 

Mr. Coutts said that the officer told the 
master and crew, who constituted the men in 
the charge, that they must be placed under 
arrest, and that was the position as at pre- 
sent. In view of these facts, certain: other 
charges would be brought, and it would be 
mote convenient for the case to be fully gone 
into after a week's remand. 

Mr Contts explained to the magistrates 
that the charge amounted to this: That a 
large imda of spirits on board was not 
packed in casks of a size required by the law.
